[l-littBfU from London Ttmet.l 
"Kvcr since the German anti-Semites 
bail raised an outcry agnin.st their Jew- 
i.sh fellow citizens, it had been feared 
that thu movement would spread to 
Russia, and there take a form more 
ncia[)te(t to the lea.i civilized state of tho 
country. Whon,tlicrefore,tlie nflsaBsina- 
tion of the Czar on ilarch Jni of la.st 
year had rouaed all Kussia to the high- 
est pitch of exoitemont, it was confi- 
dently predicted that tho approaching 
Easter would KPe an outbreak against 
theJcw.H. It was said aftorwaril that 
tho predii.'tion wa.'i aided in its fiilfill- 
nuMit by Panslavist cmi.ssariea from 
-Sfcscow, who - planned all the conse- 
cjuent troublcH. It is at least certain 
that rumors of a rising lind reached 
Eiliitabetligard, and caused the heads 
of the .Tewish cominnnity, who form a 
third of ilH 30,000 inhabitants, to ap- 
[)1 y for .special protection from thft Oov- 
ornor. No notice was taken of the ap- 
peal, and on Wedupsduv, April 27th, 
the 

imi;ADKi> 01 riiKKAK took I'LACt:. 
A religious dispute in ti earabot led to 
u .soutllo which grf'w into a general me- 
lee till the mob obtained posse.s.sion of 
the dram shop and rifled it of its con- 
tents. Inflamed by the drink thus ob- 
tained, tho rioters proceeded to tho 
Jewish quarters and commenced a fivs- 
tematic destruclion of tho Jewish abop** 
and warehouRCH. At lirst .soiuo attempt 
was made by the .f ew.s to protect their 
property, but this only served to in- 
crease the violence of tho mob, which 
proceeded to attack the dwellings of tho 
Jews tind to wreck the .synagogues. 
.\tni(I the horrors that en.suod a Jew- 
named Jololwenski lo.st his iife,and no 
fewer than 30 Jewesses were nutrageii. 
At one place two young gii'ls, in dread, 
of violation, threv.' themselves from tho 
windows. .Meanwhile the military 
were called out, but only to act at .'Ir.st 
a.s spect-atora and afterward a.s active 
participators. One section of tiie mob, 
formed of rioter.s and .soldioi-s, broke 
into the tl welling of an old uitm named 
PtlikoH', and on Iiis attempting to save 
liis ihiugLtor I'rnin a fate worse than 
death they threw Llin dowu from the 
roof, while 20 soldiers proceeded to 
work their will on his unfortunate 
daughter. When seen by the corres- 
pondont, who narrates this fact, Peli- 
koH' wsK in a state of hopeless madness 
and his daiigbler completely ruined in 
mind and body. The whole Jewish 
(luarter was at the mercy of tho mob 
till April 29. During the two days of 
the riots 500 houses and 100 shops were 
deatroyed, whole atxesls being razed to 



the ground. It may bo added that tho 

raoi'KiiTv uf-sTnoYijD and stolux 
Was reckoned at "J :000,000 rubles, Tliu 
evidence of pent-up auti- Jewiiih passion 
displayed by these scenes encouraged 
the foes of the Jcw.s to wider and more 
.systematic attacks. In. the excesses 
that followed, the masses soon got to 
rooogrizo professional ringleaders from 
Great Russia. These distributed pla 
cards, found afterward to have been 
issued from a printing press at Kiejl, 
ill which it was declared that the Caar 
had given his orthodo.x subjects the pro- 
perly held by the Jew.s*. Tn most cases 
the very day on which a riot might bo 
Ci:[ipctcd was announced beforo-liand, 
Sund.\vH and .saints'.days being chosen, 
n.s tho days when Iho lower orders 
were at libr-rty. After a week's pause 
a whole series of riots broke out, com- 
mencing on May 7th, at Smlelo, near 
Czergasay, whero thirteen men wore 
killed and twenty wounded, and 1,600 
men were left without homos. Next 
day, Sunday, May 8th, a most sicrious 
riot broke out at Kiufl', once tho capi- 
tal of Russia, and still anViniportant 
town, containing 20,000 Jews in a jiop- 
ulatiou of 140,000. Hero tho riot had 
been definitely unnoiiuced for tho Run- 
day, and the Jewsseut a deputation to 
tho Governor requesting him to call 
out his soldiers to prevent disturbance. 
He bluntly refu.sed, .saying ho would 
not trouble his soldiers for the .sake of 
ft iiack of JpwH. During the riol, which 
broke out on the il.iv ti.xcd, the police 
oml the soldier.s again anted tho same 
part tliat thoy had at Eiizabothgr.id. 
The (list pi'ooeduro of the mob had 
been to .^lorm'the'di'Riii-aliop.s,and stav- 
ing in the braitdy casks, to sw.illow ill 
the spirit. During the jieriod of license 
that fol!owi!d, 

I'oi. ii .ir.ws WKi'.i; kim.ki). 
Twenty-tire women :iiid girls were vio- 
lated, of women five died in conse- 
quence,as was proved at the subsequent 
trial. At the house of Mordoc.ni 
Wieiuirski, the mob, di.sanpointed in 
the searcli for plunder, caught up his 
little child, three years old, and brutal- 
ly tlirew it out of the window. The 
child fell dead at tho feet of a 'onqmny 
1 of Cossacks wiio were drawn uji out 
! aide; yet no attempt was made to arrest 
j the murderers. At last, when several 
I houses were set on fire, the military re- 
; ceived orders to make _arr<;^ts, which 
j they proceeded to oxecuto^tvith much 
vigor, making 1 ,oOO prisoners, among 
whom 150 wore Jew.s arresteil for pro- 
tecting their lives and propcrticfi. No 
le.s,s than 2,000 Jews were left without 
shelter by tho dismantling or the burn- 
ing of their houses, and for the relief of 
immediate neces-sities a Kiefl' commit- 
tee soon afterward had to disburse the 
sura of £30,000. Next day similar 
scenes of violence occurred at Browary, 
in tho rteighborbood .f of Kicfl', . in the 
rrovince'ipf-Ozerrilgow. '■ f)n the same 
day still more disgraceful deeds were 
enacted at Bcrezowkn, in tho jirovincc 
of Clier.son. Here lust .seemed more a 
j principal motive than plunder. While 
1 the Jpw-« of the village were at syna- 
I gogne, ft 

I iioa ATTACKKn TIIK JKWi:S.SK.S, 

j And violated many of them, causing the 
death of three; others who c.scapetl tlie 
; worse evil wore ^ driven into tho river, 
I and nine ultimately died from the ef- 
I fcctfl of tho oxposuro. When the Jews 
I camo to tlie rescue, two of thein were 
killed, and a young lad stoned to death. 
The noighborliood of KiefT was again 
visited on the next day, .May lOtli, at 
Kouotop and at Wa.<jsilkov. A t both 
places the altaek had been planned; at 
the former wooden crosses were placed 
before tho doors of Christian.s. that 
their houses might be spared, while at 
the latter the day of riot had been an- 
nounce, and tho report diligently spread 
.iboiit that tho Czar had given tho pro- 
perty of the Jews awny. At Wassil- 
kov and in the neighborhood, eight 
livifs were lost, seven at one fell awoo]) 
at the inn kept by a .Tow named Ry- 
keimann. He was forced to admit the 
mob to his wine cellars, and, during 
hi.s ab,sence in search of assislnnco, the 
drunken rioters cut the throats of his 
wife and si.x children. Hy this time 
the chief towns and villages on South 
ern Russia were. 

ABIJlZE WITH VIOLENCE AND IlIOT. 

Throughout thowlioie of the Provinces 
of Cheraon, Taurida, Kkaterinoslny. 
Poltava, Kiefl', Ozernigov, and Podolia 
the notion spread fast as wildGre that 
the Jews and their property had been 
handed over to tiie. tender mereioa of 
the populace, a notion that seems al- 
most justiCed in the face of tho inert 
ne.ss of the (!o\ ernor-General in clicck- 
ing the riots at Elizabethgrad and 
KielT. At Wasligin tho Mayor i?ven 
read a copy of the supposed uknso to 
the citizoms, and a riot would have en 
sued had not the village priest done 
hia duty and declared his belief that no 
such ukase existed. At Alexandrovsk, 
on the banks of the Duieper, tho opera- 
tives carried out what they thought tn 
bo the will of the Czar on ^lay 13tli, 
rendering 300 out of the -100 .Jewish 
families of tho plaoc hoinele.s.s, and de- 
stroyed property to the amount of 
100,000 roubles. As usual, the riots 
were jiroviously announced, and the 
appeal to the Governor to send for ad- 
ditional troops ]iroved fruitless. ICvcii 
after t^e riot.s had comniencod a tule- 
gram dis[)atched to the capital town of 
the Province, , HJkaterinpsla/, was de- 
layed for four hours by the Governor 
before it was .sent off. From Alexan- 
drovsk the legislator.s paid a vL-^it to 
the Jewish agricultural colonies in the 
Province of Ekaterinoslay, which have 
now l>ecn established for more than -10 
years, Tiio chief centres, Gutaywol, 
Orjechow and Jlarlanpol were visited 
in turn, and, though no violence seoms 
to have been done to the persons cf 
the Jews, their farms wore almost en- 
tirely destroyed. At Orjechow Ihe in- 
stigators who led the mob were

riots had cliielly arisen among the ur- 
ban population, but they now spread 
in the rural ilistriets and reached every 
little village wiiere even a single Jew- 
resided. A Jew was murdered at Ras- 
dory,a few miles southeast of Orjechow, 
and at Zuamonka, ne.ir Fiko[)ol, on 
the Diieipcr, a Jewish iniikeo|ier nam- 
ed Reiser was murdered and his wift; 
dishonored after which both were cast 
into the river. At Balka, also c a the 
banks of the Dneiper, there was only 
one Jew, Allowiez by name. A band 
of ruffians went to his house on May 1 7th 
and llnding hini absent they violated 
his wifo and to conceal the' crime tlipy 
set (ire to the liouse while the poor wo- 
man lay helpless in it. All this whs 
witnessed by her little daughter who 
lay crouched in a ditch hard by. On 
the preceding day another tragedy had 
occurred at Kitzkis, where tho house of 
one Pro.skofl' w.is set on tire and ho 
with two little children left to roast in 
it while tho wife and mother looked on 
vainly appealing for.mercy to tho per- 
petrators of the crime. At Oregoricvk 
a ,fcv,-i;;h \\\\\ keeper riamcd Rufl'inan 
w-as cooped in rme of his own barrels 
and cast into the Dneiper. .'\gaiii, at 
Kanzeroponlina a in.an named Eumnn 
was murdered brutally and his wife 
violated and afterwards killed. Such 
were tho deeds that wore done on the 
banks of the Dneiper tluring the moutli 
of .May. 

Meantime tin- .seaport of Oi.icsra had 
likewise l)een the .seeiu; of .in nnti- 
Jewisli riot. Originally announced I'nr 
?ilay llltli it was postponed till Sunday 
May ISth, without, however, any pre- 
cautions being taken by tho governor, 
who had as usual been duly warned of 
the intended outbreak. Though only 
lasting for six hour.s the riol re.sulted 
in the death of a Jew named llandel- 
ir.niin and eleven cn.sns of violation are 
reported, ono resulting in death. Herf 
the Jews seemed to have been mast en- 
ergetic in their resistance Of the 800 
arrests made l.'iO were Jews, 20 of 
whom were afterward.s charged witli 
carrying revolvers without a ])nrmit.

"Thus, within a month of ihoiirst out- 
break, almost every town of iinportanco 
in Southern Russia had seen such hor- 
rors as wo have described. .Vparl from 
the influence of ringleaders, tho rioters 
have no cause to incite them to raiiiiie, 
except the force of contagion and the iiu- 
])re.ssion that the Czar had really trans- 
ferred all Jewish property to his ortho- 
dox subjects. If oiico this inipresaion had 
been olBcially removed, the epidemic 
woidd have been chocked. In many cases 
it was distinctly sliown that the peasants 
liked the Jews, and only pillaged becaiLse 
they thought it had been ordered. The 
only bright spot in all this gloom waa the 
condition of Poland, where Jews and 
Poles have always lived in amity. Tliia 
continued till Gen. Ignatioff directed the 
Governor of Poland to appoint commis- 
siona of experts to consider how tho Jcra 
should be dealt with, to which fact per- 
sons on the spot attribute the rise of anti- 
Jewish feeling that culminated in the 
Warsaw riots. But outside Poland these 
outbursts of popular prejudice placed a 
population of nearly 2,000,000 in perpetu- 
al dread of their lives and property. At 
times they dare not remove their clothes 
niglit or day, fearing that they might 
have to tlee at any moment. Ever since 
lust April that feolinj| of fear and inse- 
curity has ruled the lives of all Russian 
Jews. Not a month, scarcely a week, has 
passed sinco then without some outbreak 
or other occurring to confirm these fears 
and render them more acute. .Ki Borispol 
on J uly 2l8t scenes occurred during the 
riots worthy of the worst days of tho 
Communo. * Women, for almost the firat 
time, mado their appearance on the aceno 
as assailants, and added to its liorrors. 
During tho rioting they encouraged their 
friends on to the fight, and were soon to 
assist them to violate the Jeweesos of the 
village by holding down tho unfortunate 
creatures. A curious petition afterward 
sent from this neighborhood demanding, 
amongst other things, that Joweaaes 
should not bo allowed to wear silks and 
satins, may throw somo light on the mo- 
ti\ OS of theae viragoes.
